GRAFTON SITE WILL 
BE ABANDONED ON 
ACCOUNT OF WATER 


Cleveland, Dec. 17. 
According to 
Senator George H. Bender, chairman 
of a commission appointed by Gov­ 
ernor Donahey to look over the land, 
the 1,158 acres of land bought by the 
state as a site for a hospital for the 
insane at Grafton, near Elyria, will 
be abandoned. 
Decision to pass up the site for 
hospital purposes was reached after 
John Youngblood, chief engineer for 
the state welfare department, report­ 
ed to the commission that a sufficient 
water supply could not be had at 
Grafton and the cost of pumping wa­ 
ter would be exorbitant. 
The land, 
bought under the Harry L. Davis ad­ 
ministration, coat the state an aver­ 
age of $172.50 an acre. A commission 
appointed by Governor Donahey to 
find means of relieving conditions in 
Cleveland state hospital for the in­ 
sane, will recommend to the governor 
that cottages be erected at once on 
the 
Hawthorne 
tract, .eight 
utiles 
south of Newburg. They will suggest 
that the cottages be sufficient in num­ 
ber to accommodate 
1,500 
patients 
now* jammed in the Newburg institu­ 
tion.

Licensing of all drivers after exam­ 
ination into mental and physical fit­ 
ness of applicant's ability to operate 
an automobile.

Segregation of all streetcar, motor 
truck and passenger automobiles on 
different thoroughfares in congested 
districts. 
“Vigorous and unceasing prosecu­ 
tion” of reckless driving and other

State laws requiring tho reporting 
of accidents by those employed. 
More playgrounds to keep school 
children off the streets.

NUW SUBSCRIPTION RATES 
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THE FREEDOM OF THE TRESS 


I ? 
-------------- - 
The postmaster general of the United States proposes to in­ 
crease the postal rates affecting second and third class mail, par­ 
cel post and other departments. 
He proposes in this manner to raise $68,000,000 with which he 
further proposes to increase the salaries of postal employes. And 
he proposes to do this at the expense of the publishers of news­ 
papers and periodicals, and of those who patronize the parcel post. 
The postmaster general’s proposals are being made in spite 
of the fact that the last postal rate increase almost wrecked small­ 
er newspapers, raised publication costs to the extent that sub­ 
scriptions fell off, kept the daily paper out of the homes of many 
and in spite of the fact that the postal rates are now higher than 
those of the express company for the same service. 
As loyal American institutions* the newspapers responded 
during the war to a call to service that was highly important. 
The government was helpless without the newspaper to create 
war sentiment, helpless without the publicity for the draft, Lib­ 
erty Loan drives, Red Cross work, fuel conservation and other 
propaganda, in which the newspapers did yeoman duty. 
In this 
time of need the newspapers contributed unpurchasable space to 
government activities that proved the backbone of the success of 
the conflict. 
But the load that the newspapers have had to cany has 
been increased from the very start of the war. The postage rates 
were given four successive increases ranging from IOO per cent in 
immediate territory of publication to OOO per cent in remote re­ 
gions. 
In proposing his newest increase, Mr. New is not above ask 
mg the newspapers to bear the burden. Indirectly the subscribers 
will have to pay the cost of the extra millions the postmaster gen­ 
eral wants. The postage of one subscription of the Gazette or The 
Republican within a radius of fifty miles would be more than 
subscribers in xenia pay for their paper by carrier by the week. 
This for postage alone, not considering the cost of print paper, 
ink and supplies* labor and craftsmanship. Such a rate would ne­ 
cessitate a subscription price that would be absurd—prohibitive 
It would mean that many people would be unable to read a daily 
paper because of its cost. 
A democracy in so large a country as this* is knit together 
by the daily papers that disseminate information and no govern­ 
ment can afford to take from its constituted the privilege of in­ 
formation. entertainment and education they acquire through the 
daily reading. 
The various departments of the United States government 
send hundreds of thousands of dollars worth of printed matter 
through the mails, printed at government cost in the government 
printery, on good paper, priced at the present high rate, with the 
use of hundreds of drums of nk, and “franked” through the mails 
at government expense for the purpose of informing the citizenry 
of what the departments are doing. 
It is safe to say that 95 per cent of this matter goes in the 
waste baskets when it arrives at its destination. This may or may 
not be a suggestion to Mr. New as to how to save enough money 
to give the postal employe their salary increases without depriv­ 
ing any of the people of their daily newspaper.

I'uesday night, on the occasion of the 
club "Farmers’ Night." 
I>ean Vivian predicted that there 
is, or soon will be. a trend toward 
the 1011 level in agricultural circles. 
He urged that the high type of In­ 
telligence at present maintained on 
the farms be kept up in order for fair 
competition with cities. 
Tie stressed 
the importance of co-operation and 
fair understanding between city dwel­ 
lers and farmers, and declared that 
bankers in particular need to realize 
that the farmer only bas a turnover 
once in every four years while the city 
business man bas a return in from 
sixty to 120 days. 
"The farm is a factory” declared 
Dean Vivian. 
"The farmer must con­ 
sider the items of overhead as well 
as the city businessman in addition 
to other items with the weather 
another worry.” 
The speaker gave the following 
"Don't*” for the benefit of the city 
dweller: "Don’t give the farmer ad 
vice. 
Don’t take on a patronizing at­ 
titude with the farmer. Don’t take up 
with ’uplifting’ movement* in connec­ 
tion with the farm." 
"There ought to be a IOO per cent 
’Golden Rule’ on both the farm and 
city sides and both should know* the 
©ther’s right to fair play,” Deau Viv­ 
ian said. 
The average on Ohio farms is 13600 
worth of produce to every IOO acres, 
he said, 
He told of the high points 
of a high school survey which he had 
made, in which he asked the stu­ 
dents what they desired most in a 
farm living. The pupils’ desires were 
for an income the same as that ob­
